Diagrammed any good sentences lately? I thought 
not. I wonder if schools still teach this as a part of 
English grammar? (For that matter, I wonder if English 
is still taught?) 

If you went to high school in the mid-SO's or 60's, 
chances are you had to take English as a required cour- 
se. You learned all about verbs, adjectives, the pa|t ten- 
se and why you couldn't say "ain't." 

Diagramming sentences was an important technique 
for teaching concepts about English grammar and com- 
position. To me, diagramming was fim - very similar to 
solving a mystery. 

First the verb had to be located. Then the subject. 
Once found, they were written down - subject flrst - and 
separated by a line. 

Next you looked for the modiflers. These were words 
or phrases that presented more information about the 
verb and/or subject. After being discovered, they were 
placed on various lines and platforms in proper 
relationship to the word or words they were describing. 

Once completed, a sentence that had been diagram- 
med had really been disected. Cut up and rearranged, 
you could easity "see" how the sentence worked (or 
didn't work), understand the relationship of words, 
and, as you became more skilled in diagramming, you 
started to understand how words and their placement 
shiqied thoughts.

Few of us continue to think enough about language, 
its construction, and its function. We take language for 
granted and like most things taken for granted, abuse it. 

What is the function of language? And where did it 
come from? The latter question first. 

Scholars in several disdpliiies have attempted to 
determine how man came to develop language - an oral 
method of communicating with one another. And as 
you would expect, there is no one agreed upon ex- 
planation. About the only point receiving universal 
agreement b that the ability to communicate orally is 
one of the characteristics determining whether a species 
is human or still animal. 

So where language came from is stiU a mystery. But 
what about its purpose? 

Lewis Mumford in "The Myth of the Machine" 
provides a unique answer to this query. He does so by 
asking another question: What is mankind's greatest in- 
vention? 

Now think about that. What would you say is the 
most important "thing" that mankind has created? 

Some possible answers: the wbed? Microscopes? The 
Xerox? The chocolate chip cookie (certainly on my list 
of greatest adiievements)? The mooo-eaith space shut- 
tle? 



Mumford says none of the above. He argues with 
breathtaking insight and eloquence that language is 
mankind's greatest invention. That langtiagf is his most 
important tool. That language and its inveatioii allowed 
man to devdop as a human. And that languaif '^ the 
base upon which all human development and 
civilization is baaed. 

On a more specific kvd, I would add that language is 
compromise. It is a system of letters, symbols and soun- 
ds that we arrange in arandom but agreed upon order to 
serve as our primary vefaick for expressing ourselves to 
one another. 

What could be more important than a tool allowing 
one person to reveal himself to another. A tool that 
enables one to codify his deepest thoughts, fears, and 
joys and then to share them with someone dse. It is 
overwhehning to me that we have such a tool. 

It's amazing and saddening, then, that we take this 
wonderful tool for granted. Too often we forget our 
grandmother's admonitions to think before we ^fiaik or 
to think how we speak. Often the results are dinilrous. 






Why do we abuse language so? Why have we forgot- 
ten how to diagram sentences? What are the consequen- 
ces? Stay tuned and next week youll find out.

It won't be loi^ until the warm breetes are blowing 
and many Virginia Beach residents will torn thdr 
thoughts to the great American past time, vacations! 

Many of us like to beat the crowds so we take a spring 
vacation fully expecting to return to the same house we 
left and finding it in the same condition we left it in. 
Sadly, this is not always the case. A great percentage of 
residential burglaries take place when people are away 
from their homes for an extended period of time. 

Mr. and Mrs. Easy are planning their annual two 
week vacation to beautiful Puerto Rico. Mrs. Easy calls 
the society editor of one of the local newspapers to an- 
nounce this festive event, secure in the knowledge that 
burglars can't read and even if they could, they never 
persue the society pages. Meanwhile Mr. Easy has set 
about to secure his home for the pouiing trip. The first 
order of bdtiness is to placWa house key under the 
welcome mat at the front door. Only his neighbor 
knows it's there, for use in case of an emergency, while 
the Easys are basking in the sun. Common sense dictirtes 
that a burglar would not look under the welcome mat 
because that would be to obvious! Next Mrs. Easy 
leaves a note for the milk man to discontinue delivery 
for the next two weeks. She puts this in a milk bottle 
outside the front door. Why botho- to make a phone 
caU! 

The vacation is everything the Easys thought it would 
be, but they both looked forward to coming home. 
What they found upon their return shocked them. They 
had been so careful. Their home had bem burglarized! 

Obviously, this little scenario was a fictiotts represen- 
tation of an all to familiar problem. Had the Easys 
taken the proper security measures they could have 
greatly reduced the possibility of a burglary occuring in 
their home. Securing your home does not mean you 
have to spend a great deal of money. The following tips 
can be done with little expense to you and your family: 

•High-quality pen-tumbler locks with flush or 
recessed rings properly installed cost very little more 
than inadequate locks. 

•Inexpenave locks or stops are available which allow 
a window to remain open a few inches for ventilation 
but prevent entry. 

•Sliding glass doors are your homes weakest point. 
Special locks are now available for these. A stick or 
broom handle in themsdvcs wiU not make a sliding glass 

door completely secure. 

•Burglars know more about hiding idaces than you 
do. Don't hide the key under the mat, or a note in a milk 
botlle. Everyone knows about the flower pot and the 
maflbox. 

•An article in a local paper - "Mr. and Mrs. Easy are 
embarkiiig tor an extended tour of exotic..." complete 
wiA pictures of the going away party is an engraved in- 
vitation to a buT]^. 

•Cancel all ddiverics. and have a neighbor pick up 
your newspaper. Don't leave notes! Arrange for die 
post office to hold or forward your mail. A full mail 
box is a dead give away. 

•Put timers on tlie fights in your home for staggered 
periods they are ineq>ensive. 

•Ask your neighbors to keep a dbeck on your home 
and not to tell inquiring stangns that you are away. 
Also ask them to report any suspicious gomp on 
anmnd your house to the police. They should record 
Hoense numbers of questionabte vdiides. 

•Be sure all tools and ladders are out of sight and 
locked away. Don't provide a burglar with toob to in- 
vade your home! 

These are a few things you can do to provide your 
family with a secure home. For further information 
contact the Yirguya BoMdi Potioe Department.

Campbell Saves Beach 
Residents From Fire 

The Virginia Beach Police Department Per- 
sonality Profile honors Second Precinct Officer 
Donald J. Campbdl. 

Donald 25, was bom and raised in Long Island, 
New York. After graduating from high school in 
1974, he attended Sute University of Far- 
mingdale, in New York, where he received his 
Associates D^ree in Criminal Justice. 

He joined the Virginia Beach Department of 
Police in July of 1978. Donald attended the 42nd 
Session of the Tidewater Regional Criminal 
Justice Training Center. He was assigned to. and, 
is currently serving at the Second Precinct. 

Donald is married to his lovely wife, Laura, 
both Virginia Beach residenu since 1978. 

Officer Campbell has po-formed professionally 
during his entire tenure with the Beach PoUce and 
has several letters of appreciation. Most recently, 
Donald was credited with rescuing six people from 
thdr burning home and has been recommended 
for a Departmental citation. 

Officer Campbell entered a smoke filled 
oceanfront home early on the morning of 
February 22 to awaken the occupants and assist 
them with their escape. Once all were outside, 
Donald was told there was another man in a 
bedroom next to the flaming garage. Officer 
Campbell ran back in and located the man, ap- 
parently affected by smoke, and was able to lead 
him from the house. 

Firefighters and police officials said that, 
without Donald's action, some, if not all. of the 
occupants, three of than children, might have 
died. 

It is indeed our (deasure to profUe Donald and 
recognize his overall job performance and 
hi^ilight his meritorious life-saving effort.

After Saving Lives, Campbell 
"Didn't Think Much Of it" 

Cunpbdl gave The Sun tMt Maetion to his being 
recognized by the VBPD for his life saving heroics: "1 
was feeling pretty good about myself after it happened. 
Usually Sunday night is pretty slow, just driving around 
on patrol. It's not often you get a chance to save 
someone's bfe. 

"... I saw an orange glow about the house, not 
like normal spotlights. Flames were coming from the 
top of the garage door. I knew there was an upstairs 
bedroom because I had been to the house before about a 
month ago on a call. I didn't know if someone was 
living in the garage apartment now or not. I kicked in 
the back door leading into the garage. I didn't see 
anybody but the smoke was getting thicker. I went back 
outside and began knocking on all the windows and 
making alot of noise. 1 got inside the house and saw a 
guy sleeping in the living room on the couch. It was not 
too smokey there. I woke him, told him what was going 
on and told him to wait outside. Then I learned there 
were three children in the house, ages three, seven and 
1 1 and one more adult. I remember waking one of them 
up but he was too scared and tired to react. Their father 
helped get all three children outside the house at the 
front door. I asked if everybody was then out of the 
house. A man said yes, then no. His roommate was up- 
stain asleep. I asked directions to his room. It was down 
a twisty hallway. I found him in a room heavily filled 
with smoke. His room shared a wall with the garage 
where the flames were. He didn't wake up right away, 
but finally I got him out." 

In total, Campbell rescued three adults and three 
children. The tremperature was in the W» outdoors and 
the time was about 1 :30 p.m. when officer CampbcQ fir- 
st saw the flaming north end house. 

"At the time I didn't think much of it." Campbdl 
said. "I just reacted normally. The guy in the back 
room could have been in trouble if be hadn't been 
discovered soon. The flames were beginning to run up 
into his room." 

Campbell said his friends in the police department 
"made a big deal of it." but Campbell quietly states, "it 
was just the time of night. Nobody was around. It was 
just a bad time; especially on a Sunday night . "

Beach To Gain Condos, 
And Completed Boardwalk

When the $8 million Pavilion Con- 
dominiu0u are completed in the sum- 
mer of 19S3, not only will the city's 
Pavilion Towers gain a satellite ocean- 
front resort for its gueste. The Qty of 
Virginia Beach will have its littoral 
boardwalk completed. 

Under city policy, according to 
Virginia Beach Public Works Director 
Oral Lambert, when commercial 
oceanf rout development occurs bet- 
ween Viri^nia Beach boardwalk's nor- 
thern terminus, 39th Street, and its 
southern end. Second Street, the Gty 
Of Virginia Beach agrees to build 
bulkheads, vdiile devdopers agree to 
furnish ihe 20 foot cement boardwalk, 
railings, and steps leading to the sandy 
beach. 

Presently, there is a 636 foot gap in 
the boardwalk between Seventh and 
Fourth Streets, where until recently, no 
commercial development had risen. In 
other words, the boardwalk should run 
from the HoUday Inn at 39th Street to 
the Dolphin Run Condonuniums at 
Second Street. Bccept that the boar- 
dwalk was never compfeted between 
the Ramada Inn on Seventh Street and 
the Dolphin Run because that small 
strip of* prime property had not 
developed. But all that is probably 
going to change. 

The 656 foot gap between the 
Raniada and the Dolphin Run Will 
likely be filled within the next few years 
as new beachfront development looms. 
An oceanfront restaurant and lounge 



named Fogg's is under construction at 
about Rfth Street. The restaurant 
owners^Will be'retpured to build the 
bofu^walk between theh- establishment 
and the ocean. South of that, between 
Fogg's and the Dolphin Run, the $8 
million Pavilion Condominiums will 
be erected. The devdcqiers. Pavilion 
Towers Associates, Virginia Beach, 
will also be required to construct a 
boardwalk. That leaves only a couide 
hundred feet of beach, between Fogg's 
and the Ramada Inn, that is not 
assured of boardwalk. But, according 
to Lambert, discussions are imdierway 
to finish the boardwalk completdy. 

"The dty is reqMinsible for putting 
the bulkhead now in front of Fogg's," 
Lambert told The Sun. "We looked at 
the site and saw that there was only a 
small section of the beach without the 
bulkhead and boardwalk. I dedded it 
would be fo(dish to go through the ex- 
pense of building the bulkhead just in 
front of Fogg's", knowing that 
Pavilion Condominiums are coming. 
We'll probably build the bulkhead 
filling in the entire gap, if we can reach 
agreements with the adjacent property 
owners to rdmburse the city later for 
the bulkhead construction we would 
undertake now." 

Lambert said to build the bulkhead 
to fill the 656 foot gap would cost the 
dty $168,848. Developers would have 
to pay a total of $139,000 to build the 
boardwalk along the same strip of 
beach. Lambert also said that plans ta 
complete the boardwalk are for now 
only tenative.

Condos* lot alone costs between 
MOO.OOO and Si million. Ground 
breaking for the S8 million condos is 
expected this summer with a construc- 
tion completion date in June, 1983. 

Included for condo residents and 
guests of the Pavilion Towers wilt be a 
third floor Pavilion Towers Beach 
Club, consisting of an Olympic sized 
pool, with over 11,000 square feet of 
outdoor decking. Over ISO feet of the 
deck will \^ adjacent to the oceanfront 
providing, k clear and unobstructed 
view of ihk beach and boardwalk 
areas. • x.^ 

An interior lounge/bar will seat 90 
persons with bcverafes also being ser- 
ved to the pool deck area. A 900 square 
foot game room will also be provided 
for card playing and other passive ac- 
tivities. 

Men's and women's locker rooms 
will be provided, primarily for the hold 
guests. They will contain showers, 
changing areas and lockers for clothes 
storage. 

"This part of the condos is really to 
compliment the Pavilion Towers." 
said Virginia Beach developer Michael 
Gelardi. 

The Pavilion condos will rest on a 
concrete pile and grade beam foun- 
dation. The exterior skin will be a mix- 
ture of rose hued precast concrete 
panels and bronze tinted glass. 

The condos will include 55 units, and 
parking will be provided on the First 
two levels. The beach club wUl be on 
the third, along with a snack bar and 
game room. 

A security and paging system will be 
provided for condo residents to screen 
visitors.

The first Virginia Beach boardwalk was made of 
wood in 1888, stretched from 14th to 16th streets and 
burned down on June 10, 1909. It was replaced by con- 
crete in 1926, built much a* we know it today. It was 
flnainced by a $250,000 bond secured by the Citizens 
Virginia Beach Walkway Corporation. 

The Ash Wednesday storm on March 7, 1962 severely 
damaged the boardwalk, tearing holes in it and ripping 
it at several places. It was rebuih and roenforced. The 
2.9 mile boardwalk stands today from Second Street to 
39th Street. ?

Edwin S. "Sam" Clay III openly 
admits his love for Virginia Beach, its 
residents, and even recalls cherished 
childhood memories of visiting the 
resort city which later in his life offered 
him, in his words, "the greatest job in 
the world!" 

"My family came to Virginia Beach 
every Summer for vacation," Clay, a 
36 year old Blackstone native iaid. 
"I've seen pictures of me at the beach 
when I was a baby holding a sandpail 
and shovel. I can remember initially 
being afraid of ocean waves." 

Oay miawd his high school senior 
night party in Virginia Beach. His 
grandfather died. But he came back 
permanently in 1967. living in the posh 
North End on 87th Street. He was 22 
years old, teaching at Virginia 
Wesleyan College, directiig its library 
^ and driving down Shore Drive 20 

minutes to work. 

Three years later. Clay was hired to 
direct Virginia Beach's public library 
System. Four yean after that he was 
hired as an assistant to former Virginia 
Beach City Manager George Hanbury. 
in charge of public information. His 
duties later expanded to include human 
resources. The rest is history. 

Oay will leave his Virginia Beach 
townhouse in late March or early

issue. Clay wiU continue to forward 
columns thereaftet.

When First Colonial lost to Eastern district champion

Earlier in the Eastern Regional tournament, Kemps- 
ville fell to Warwick to end the Chiefs' season.

Along the way to their flrst ever .500 season (10-10), 
Kdlam knocked off KempsviUe and Princess Anne to 
qualify for the Beach district playoff . 

Hrst Colonial's victory over Lake Taylor was not a 
major upset, as the Patriots were aaually rated second 
in the coaches poll before the season. 

The ranking proved appropriate for First Colonial, as 
they went on to win the district with an unblemished 12-

Community Development Money Discussed 



A proposed restruc- 
turing of the Virginia 
Beach Citizens Advisory 
Committee which would 
remove members who do 
not live in target areas ' 
drew fire from what seem 
to be the targeted mem- 
bers. 

After opposition from 
three long-time CAC 
members, Council,decided 
Monday afternoon to 
defer action for 30 days 
and even to consider ad- 
ding three to five at-large 
members. 

The proposal under 
consideration Monday af- 
ternoon, which Mayor I>r. 
J. Henry Mccoy Jr. said 
came about through 
discussions in executive 
sessions, decreases the 
CAC Board from 16 to 12 
members. Since those 12 
are to be from 12 target 
neighborhoods, the non 
resident members, lilce 
Mrs. Elizabeth S. Mc- 
Clain, a tix-year member 
and secretary for five 
yean; the Rev. Barnett 
Thourogood, president 
* -who lives in 

Thoroughgood; and Sun 
Houston, a seven-year 
member representing the 
Virignia Areawide Model 
Program (SEVAMP) 
would not be eligible to 
serve. 

The CAC advises 
Council on how Com- 
munity Development 
money should be spent. 

Other at-large mem- 
bers, that is. those not 
representing specific 
target areas, are Mary 
Davenport, of Newsom 
Farms which is a target 
area; Joshua Edwards, of 
Dandelion Crescent; 
Franklin Friend of 
thoroughgood; Mrs. Mary 
Smith, of Reedtown which 
is in the target area. 
Organizations represented 
are the NAACP, 



SEVAMP, the Com- 
munity Services Board 
and the League of Women 
Voters. 

Mrs. McClain told 
Council Monday that 
when a reporter asked her 
whether Council was 
trying to get rid of com- 
mittee members she did 
not agree, but "now 1 find 
that's certainly a 
p<fcsibility." 

She said when the 
committee, after two years 
of study on the need for a 
housing authority decided 
against one, the decision 
was considered a confron- 
tation. She said the com- 
mittee was just doing its 
job and is not a rubber 
stamp. 

Why wasn't something 
done about Burton 
Station sooner? she asked. 
Without asking for five 
years, she said, nothing 
would have been done. 

She pointed out that 
"pages of projects" in the 
1980 water-sewer bond 
referendum have been 
completed, whQe Seatack, 
a target neighborhood 
with Community Devdop- 
ment funds has tried to 
complete water and sewer 
projects for seven yean. 

McClain said the com- 
mittee asked why there 
were cost ovd^runs in 
target area iMrojects and 
found that overruns were 
the rule all over the dty. 
However, the dty sUff 
said there were no 
remedies for the consistent 
cost overruns, Mrs. Mc- 
Clain said. 

She charged that the 
CAC never recdved an 
answer to the consistently 
raised question of why 
two developers were able 
to hook on to Community 
Development Fund - paid 
utilities without rdmbur- 
sing the Community 
Devdopment Fund. The 



developers alluded to 
building homes next to 
Seatack on Owls Creek 
and next to Doyletown, 
both target neigh- 
borhoods. She said the 
Committee has been 
unable to find out whether 
the developers have paid 
the dty any money at all 
for the utilities. Several 
years ago when the target 
neighborhood projects 
were being planned Coun- 
cil was concerned that any 
private devdoper or more 
affluent owners of target 
area property would 
benefit from Community 
Development funds. 

She said the conunittee 
will continue to ask 
questions and the 
questions must be an- 
swered. 

"Docs Council really 
want to isolate our black 
communities again?" she 
asked. She said some will 
not speak up out of fear of 
losing funds if they 
disagree with the ad- 
ministratipn. 

The Rev. Barnett 
Thourogood, CAC chair- 
man, said the CAC is 
aware that the dty is no 
longer required to even 
have a committee and the 
CAC is grateful that 
Coundl is considering 
retaining the CAC. He 
said, however, that he had 
problems with sections 
whidi limit the member- 
ship to target ndghbor- 
hoods diminating the con- 
tributions of citizens who 
see the prolems from 
another viewpoint. He 
said he was a resident of 
Seatack from 1949 to 
1976. 

He said that the pcdicy 
to sdect persons from the 
neighborhoods only 
deprives the dtizens of 
electing their own 
representatives. Those 
who view the CAC as the 



arch enemies of the Ad- 
ministration must know 
that the CAC does not 
make policy, pay money 
or let contracts. It simply 
goes into the commtmity 
and finds out the needs 
and makes recommen- 
dations, he said. 

Houston said that 
maybe Coundl did not 
know how hard it was to 
bring the group together. 
He said that behind the 
scenes, the Housing 
Authority wants to be 
brought into the picture. 
Why was the change 
necessary? he asked. 

McCoy said the intent 
was two-fold. Some think 
a smaller committee can 
do a better job. and objec- 
tions that people on the 
committee represented 
organizations rather than 
the target area peo|de. 

Houston said the com- 
munity should be 
represented but that 
Chapter X was brought in 
because of its experience. 
He said he i^ouldn't be on 




the conunittee if he didn't 
think he was of some 
assistance. 

McCoy said Coundl did 
not want to be told that it 
had to hve someone from 
these organizations. 

Where did the 
document originate? 
asked Houston. "It must 
have originated from the 
city management... Mc- 
Clain and others from the 
non-target areas have 
made contributions.". 

McCoy said the 
document started with 
Council. "We talked 



about it in executive 
session." 

Councilman Rdd Ervin 
said the document does 
not change the control. 
The difference is to make 
sure the target neigh- 
borhoods are fully 
represented. He said 
Coundl in 99 percent of 
the cases, will appoint 
whoever the target neigh- 
borhoods want. 

Houston said he has the 
impression the Advisory 
Committee is under 
pressure for a housing

The beef carcass is traditionally divided into four or 
hve naajor parts or "primal" cutt. When primal cuts are 
divided (Mhtt-, the resuUhig cuts are called "sub- 
primals." The vacuum-padcaged subprimals available 
in the markets are usually the best parts of these cuts 
with orach of the bone and other waste already trimmed 
away by the packer. 

Most beef moving in consmerce now has been 
"•broken^ (cut into subprimals) mt the paefchig ptant, 
vacuum-packaged, then shipped to supermarkets or 
other grocery stores in boxes. It's known m the trade as 



"boxed beef." Usually these cuts are divided further by 
the retail store into smaller, "retail" cuts. However, 
there is a growing trend toward selling whole subprimals 
directly to consumers. Subprimal cuts represent an op- 
portunity for substantial savtaip if you know how to 
handle them, and if you have adequate freezer space to 
store them. They range in size from 5 to 30 pounds. 

How are Subpriauds Diftereat? 

Tliere are two major differences between vacuum- 
packaged meat and the meat you're used to:-Color. 
Subprimals appear purplish rather than bright red m the 
supermarket meat case. The bright red color most 
peo|de associate with fredi meat actually comes flrom 
the meat's exposure to air. Sbice these cuts are vacuum- 
packed in the packing plant right after they're 
"broken," they are not oqiosed to air ai^ therefore 
keep the darker coIot of fradily cut meat. The c<rior wUl 
"bloom" hito red dKxtly after dw package is opened. - 
Odor. When first opened, vacuum-packaied meat has 
an odor not usually assdatcd with fkcsh meat. It has 
been described as "sour" or "off." This odor should 
disq)pear within an hour after openning. If it doesn't, 
the meat may be spoiled. 



sirioin butt. Supermarkets often feature subprimab in 
their ads. (Whole bottom round is the most common in 
most pfuts of the country). Usually, the supermarket 
butchCT will cut and wny> them for you at no extra 
charge. Even if there is a small charge (10 cents per 
pound is average) you are |m}bably still saving money 
by buying the subprimal. Even if they are not displayed, 
markets often have subprimals available for sale on 
request.

Vacuum packaged meat usually has not been frozen 
and will keep at least a week in the refrigerator, and 
probably Considerably longer. Of course it can be frozen 
as is, or cut up, wrapped, and then frozen. The three 
most commonly available sub-primals are the whok 
round tip, whole bottom round, and the whole top 
round. Less c<Mnmon are the strip lorn, the ribeye roll, 
and the tenderloin.

"Are you going through an income tax audit? 
Does the tax examiner say you owe more tax? 
Well, before you sign an agreement form that says 
you owe money, maybe you'd better discuss it 
with a tax specialist.

Akohol abuse is on the rise among teenagers in 
Virgiiuft Beach. 

NatkmaUy aloohol abuse by teenagers has risen 300^ 
in the last decade aad is still climbing. Current estimates 
show that 83% of all teens drink occasionally or more 
dum occasiooally. The increase in juvenae alccriiol 
■buM can be tfirectljr attributed to both the availability 
and the econ<»iy. Aloohd is cheaper and easier to get 
than other dfup and sinoe most parents drink it is a 
•odatty acceptable act. It is some what hypocritical to 
come down hard on adolescents for during what most 
adults do themselves. 

Being a parent isn't easy especially with teenagers. 
Bach day chaUenges them with, mdre choices, decisions 
yd pr e isuftt . Loving them just isn't enough. They 
ieed supervision. This is especially true when it comes 
to alcohol. Are you famHiar enough with the law to 
educate your teen? 

Virginia law states that persons under 18 may not 
purdiaSe or possess, beer, wine or distilled spirits. Beer 
ouiy be purchased and consumed on ABC licensed 
ivemises by 18 year olds. A person must be 19 years of 
age to puidiase beer for off premises consumption. Per- 
aons 21 or over may purchase wine or distilled spirits for 
consumption on or off premises. However, it is against 
die law for an adult to by beer for off premises consum- 
ption for persons 18 or under or wine and distilled 
spirits for persons under 21. 

The primary responiibflity I'or seeing that underage 



teens understand and aUde by the law rests with the 
parent, serving beer, wine or distilled qwits to persons 
under 18, even in a ivivate hcnne, may lead to charges of 
contributing to the delinquency of a minor. If alcoholic 
beverages are avaib^ in your home, discuss with your 
teen the reason he or she is not being served. 

Parental involvement should not stop there. When 
young people give a party at home, parents should get 
involved with the planning. If alcoholic beverages are to 
be served, be sure that adult supervision is present at all 
times, and know who is attending the party and thdr 
ages. Additionally, have non-alcoholic beverages 
available for those under age. 

More than 4,000 teenage drivers were involved in 
akxdwl rdlated accidents in Virginia last year. Some of 
these m^ have been prevented by better supervision. 
If you have reason to believe that your duld is uung 
alooh<d, get inv<^ed at once. You have the fnal respon- 
sibility for that child.

Preparing the Virginia 
Beach 1982-83 Operating 
Budget is like stuffing a 
size eight foot into a size 
six shoe. Nobody wants to 
lop off part of the foot to 
nt. That would mean 
fewer services. Nobody 
wants a bigger shoe, 
because that wouM mean 
more taxes. 

Interim City Manager 
Giles Dodd told City 
Council at an informal 
meeting Monday after- 
noon that the city's shoe 
size will be S16V^ million 
behind the projected ex- 
penditures, provided 'the 
same level of services are 
\)ffered. 

Vice Mayor Harold 
Heischobcr said. "I'm 
glad I'm not running for 
election this time of the 
year." and that the object 
is "to increase revenues 
without costing the tax- 
payers anything." 

In a more serious vein, 
he said there are no 
panaceas and that the 
laternatives are redticing 
services, not addressing 
some of the services "we 
said we'd look at." and 
accepting the possibility 
that a tax increase to some 
extent is ont he horizon. 

How the problem will 

*be resolved depends on the 

budget hearings scheduled 

for April 6. 13 and 22 at S 

p.m. 

Dodd said that his 
figures do not take into 
account the possible 
restoration of twice-a- 
week tarbtfc collection 
which would add another 
$2 million to the budget or 
a reduction in the con- 
troversial meal tax which 
would reduce the city's 
revenues. 

Dodd said he has no 
firm figures and although 
School Board estimates 
are included in his projec- 
tions, he has received no 
firm figures from the 
School Board. He said, 
however, that the city's 
share in the School Board 
budget will increase 20 to 
25 percent including the 
anticipated loss of impact 
funds. The local share for 
the current school budget 
was approximately SSO 
million. 

The 10 to 11 percent in- 
crease in the city budget 



includes allowances for in- 
flation and the 400 percent 
increase in Vepco rates. 

A bin expected to be 
passed by the General 
Assembly will put ad- 
ditional money into 
education, but it also 
directs each school district 
to "endeavor to increase 
teachers salaries by 10 
percent each year of the 
biennium." Assistant to 
the City Manafer David 
Orodunal said the bill, 
which probably will be 
approved Saturday, in- 
creases basic aid from 
$1306 to $1,320 per popO 
the first year and from' 
$1,436 to $1,476 during 
the second year. The 
legislation abo provides 
for special education, gif- 
ted programs and two 
other minor program! 
with no specific 
requirement that the 
money go to salaries. 

Using informati<Hi from 
department head requests. 
Dodd said the staff last 
week came up with a 
"sizeable revenue gv>." 
first S20 milfion and after 
paring down. $16i4 
million. 

He said expenditure 
figures are not firm, the 
city has received nothing 
from the schools and still 
has not firm figures on the 
property assessment effec- 
ts on the revenue. He said 
the staff trying to pare 



down some of the costs. 
He said he anticipates 
drastic lay-offs in person- 
nel since the dty cannot 
increase taxes to the extent 
needed to met the projec- 
ted expenditures. 

He said a combination 
of triffling dty services 
and tome tax increase win 
be needed to balance tlie 
budget.

The McClanan Report 



As the fmal week of the 
1982 General Session ap- 
proaches, several 
measures which I in- 
troduced have received 
final approval in the State 
Senate. ^.Since these biUs 
had already been passed 
by the House of 
Dd^ates, they will now 
bec<Hne the law in Virginia 
effective July 1. 

A bill which I in- 
troduced at the suggestion 
of one of our small con- 
tractors and the Com- 
monwealth's Attorney's 
office doses a loofriiole in 
the state law desijpied to 
protect subcontractors. 
This statute requires con- 
tract<nrs who recdve funds 
for the purpose of paying 
their subcontractors to, in 



fact, use such funds to pay 
the subcontractors. As the 
law was written, a com- 
pany which took bankrup- 
tcy was able to escape 
prosecution for the 
misappropriation of these 
funds because the sUtute 
did not spedfically indude 
the officers of the 
bankrupt corporation as 
bdng liable for thdr ac- 
tions while an employee of 
the defunct corporation. 

House Joint Resolution 
93 directs the State Board 
of Education to study the 
feasibility of Merit Pay 
for our public school 
teachers. For a number of 
years, I have been very 
much interested in the 
Establishment of a 
mechanism wher*y we 



may recognize excellence 
in teaching by awarding 
increased salaries to those 
teachers who have demon- 
strated outstanding ability 
in teaching our young 
people. We need to offo- 
all the incentives possible 
to attract and retain these 
talented individuals in our 
public school system. Un- 
der this resolution, the 
Board of Education is 
requested to submit its 
plan for implementing a 
system of differentiated 
compensation, or merit 
pay. for outstanding per- 
formance in teaching to 
the General Assembly 
during the 1983 Session. 

Another bill whidi I in- 
troduced and which has 
passed the Senate this 



week will make Virginia '' 
law clear as to the right of 
local governments to levy 
a tax on travel camp- 
ground rentals. The law 
permits our localities to 
tax such items as meals 
and transient room ren- 
tals, and logically, over- 
night accommodations in 
a campground should be 
taxed on the same basis as 
overnight accomodations 
in a hotel or motel.

Continued from Pace 10 
ce. that people who pay 
six months in advance 
could get a five percent 
reduction and those who 
pay three months ahead, 
three percent off. etc. 

Dodd said it would 
"help our cash flow but 
not do much for the 
budget." He said he has 
been looking at quarterly 
payments. The Beach now 
has semi-annual paymen- 
ts. 

Department heads have 
requested 78 additional 
employees, most in the 
Fire and Police Depar- 
tments. Dodd said. 

Coundlwoman Meyera 
Obemdorf asked whether 
it would help the garbage 
program to provide an in- 
centive for people with 
trash compactors. 

Dodd said it would be a 
headache. He said, 
however, that the dty is 
considering taking the 
dumpsters now at the rear 
of schools and placing 
them in front for the 
public to use, but this 
would not solve the 
problem for the North 
End of the beach where 
there are no schook. 

Coundlwoman Barbara 
Henley suggested pladng 
dumpsters at centralized 
locations. 

Vice Mayor Harold 
Heischober said the lan- 
dfill is too far away for 
most people and the 
strategically located dum- 
psters may be the answer 
but may get messy. 

Councilman Dr. E. TJ 
Buchanan said that con- 
tracting out the garbage 
on operation to a private 
concern which could write 
off the equipment would 
eUminate the cost of new 
equipment purchases for 
the dty. The dty also 
would have to add more 
employees as well as 
equipment for the twice-a- 
week operation. 

Councilman JoHb A. 
Baum said the dty would 
have no control of per- 
sonnd if contractors were 
used. 

Dodd said he also will 

recommend that the city 

ask for bids on 

hospitilizatioo plau. 

Cottodl members also 



experienced some dif- 
ficulty in accepting the 
need for eliminating some 
jobs. Coundlwoman 
Meyera Oberndorf said 
that the dty could con- 
sider not replacing those 
who leave. 

Dodd said he is finding 
that a lot of people are not 
leaving jobs frequently. 

Dodd said he under- 
stood that none of the 
Council members would 
want to increase taxes and 
that the dty has been 
looking for "pockets of 
ineffidency." He added. 
"If we knew where they 
all were and eliminated 
them tomorrow, it would 
not be the kind of money 
needed (to balance the 
budget)." 

Coundlwoman Reba 
McClanan introduced the 
idea of rewarding depar- 
tment heads who manage 
to reduce costs in their 
departments. 

Ervin said, however, 
that to meet the budget by 
cutting people is imfair 
and danjgerous. He said 
that's why a management 
study is needed to deter- 
mine whether departments 
are overstaffed. 

Buchanan pointed out 
that the reductioii would 
be done in 60 or 70 days 
but gradually. 

Oberndorf said incen- 
tives can root out inef- 
ficiency. 

After presenting his 
alternatives, Heischober 
said that he knew that the 
City Council had no 
authority to control the 
School Board line items, 
but that it was not fan- to 
tie down the dty em- 
ployees without similar ac- 
tion on the School Board 
side. 

Ervin suggested that the 
city inform the public 
through notices in the 
newspaper exactly what it 
costs in tax cents for 
twice-a-week garbage 
collections, what it will 
cost if the 10 percent meal 
tax if rolled back applying 
the formula that one pen- 
ny in real estate tax equals 
S680,000 in revenue. 

Dodd is scheduled to 
present the proposed 
budget to Council on 
VfarcfaSl.

indicate that more officers, propor- 
tional to popidition. are assaulted than 
in amy other occupational field. 

Lc^siative bills, designed to deter 
assaults on police officers have been in- 
troduced to the Virginia General 
Assembly, yearly it seems. 

This year two bills, introduced by 
Virginia Beach Senator A. Joseph 
Canada and Henrico County Delegate 
William F. Parkerson, were killed. The 
bills called for mandatory five year jail 



term for those convicted of maliciously 
injuring a pwlice officer, two years im- 
prisonment for non-malicious asssiults, 
30 days for assault and battery, and six 
months imprisonment if the assault oc- 
curs with the use of a firearm, 
to Parkerson, died in mid-February. 
Parkerson's, Senate Bill 332, was 
passed by March 10. 

Parkerson's proposal was broader 
than Canada's and had the formal 
support of Virginia sheriff and police 



chief organizations. 

Canada's proposed Senate Bill 206, 
according to Marshall Cook, assistant 

Vlr^iria Beach PoMce Chief Cluries 
R.,Wail, said he's not surprised, but 
disappointed the bills didn't pass. Wall 
favors mandatory sentencing for cop 
beaters. 

But even thou^ Virginia Beach police 
officers inust endure at least another 
year without legislative protection, the 
law enforcement work continues. 

"We'll keep doing am jobs," WaH 
-said. "The courts and legislators are 
supposed to mirror the public sen- 
timent." 

Wall said a new organization of local 
police chiefs is forming, and should 
exert more pressure on lawmakers and 
judges to deal more harshly with the 
issue. 

Kappers said most Virginia Beach 
police office^ were not expecting the 
bills to pass. 

"The proposed bills must be more 
palatable to liberal legislators, Kappers 
said. He also said pressure will fall on 
local judges to impose sentences harsh 
enough to hinder future attacks.

Seatack Elementary 
School was warm and 
peaceful recently. The

Patterson said his in- 
vitation to speak at

Patterson said he . did 
not address the 350 
assembled students, third 
through sixth graders, on 
present day civil rights 
movements or any current 
persisting racial questions. 

"Basically 1 gave a 
historical overview of the 



NAACP," Patterson said. 
"Because it rs Black 
History Month, it was 
proper to include such a 
program in the school's 
week of activities." 

Patterson said he was 
pleasantly surprised from 
the students' reactions to 
his lecture. 

"The kids were very 
responsive, and had a 



good understanding of 
what I discussed," he 
said. After the lecture Pat- 
terson could be heard in 
the halls asking the youiig 
students, "What is 
segregation?" "What is 
integration? Racism?" 

"The students ap- 
preciate what the NAACP 
is doing." Patterson con- 
tinued, "and they want to 



make sure everybody gets 
a fair shake. This type of 
lecture allows the students 
to learn more about them- 
selves and about race 
relations in general. ' ' 

Ckarlcs H. Griodle, 

Seatack assistant prin- 
ciple, and a nine year 
Virginia Beach resident 
described some of the 



students activities hosted 
at Seatack during the last 
week of Black History 
Month. 

"We had big picture 
displays, poems, visual ar- 
ts displays, and slide 
presentations," Grindle 
said. "We also featured in 
each classroom various 
projects with studlents role 
playing the parts of 
famous black Americans. 
There were also written 
and oral reports." 

Grindle and Patterson 
was asked to address the 
students because, "we 
were celebrating Black 
History Week here at 
Seatack and we thought it 
would be nice to have 
someone from the 
NAACP speaking to the 
students." 

Grindle said the 
message Patterson 
brought to the students 
was "to work together as 
one for equality. He also 
gave a short history of the 
development of the 
NAACP. In genoral he 
tried to make the kids 
more aware of great Black 
Americans." 

Also during the assem- 
bly. Virginia Beach 
resident Barbara Morris 
sang two operatic songs, 
and Scatack's Mrs. Susan 
Hogue's sixth graders por- 
trayed various Black 
Americans in a play. 

Seatack Elementary 
School is celebrating its 
30th birthday on Thur- 
sday, March 3. A formal 
celebration will take place 
at a later date.

New Alternative For Emotional s

Virginia Beach residents 
who are seeking help for 
personal problems, or 
even those who are just in- 
terested in understanding 
themselves better, have a 
new alternative to con- 
sider: Guided Imagery and 
Music (G.I.M.). A 
relatively new form of 
therapy, this innovative 
approach departs some- 
what from the "talking 
cure" of psychotherapy. 
Instead it explores the 
colorful and emotion- 
laden world of inner 
imagery. 

Virginia Beach's new 
GIM practitioner is Carol 
Bush, a li<:ensed Clinical 
social worker who 
previously practiced GIM 
in Miami and is one of 
only 24 certified prac- 
tioners of GIM in all of 
the United States. 

Bush acquired her 
specialty training from 
Dr. Helen Bonny, the 
founder and developer of 
this new therapy. As a 
member of a team of 
researcher^ studying 
altered states of con- 
sciousness at the 
Maryland Psyehiatric 
Research Center, Dr. 
Bonny had the privilege of 



investigating a number of 
possible alternatives to 
traditional psychotherapy, 
including the clinical use 
of hallucinagenic drugs. 
Despite the wide variety of 
alternatives considered. 
Dr. Bonny found that 
nothing worked better 
than music combined with 
deep relaxation and the 
exploration of spon- 
taneous inner imagery. 
She defines her technique 
as "a gentle and flowing 
way of attaining deep 
states of consciousness." 

As a veteran of over 20 
years of experience as a 
clinical social worker in 
hospitals, mental health 
centers and private prac- 
tice. Bush is enthusiastic 
about the . potential ap- 
plications of GIM. While 
some people may have dif- 
ficulty achieving verbal cr 
logical insights into com- 
plex emotional problems, 
these same individuals of- 
ten make rapid headway 
when they are encouraged 
to view the problem from 
the much different per- 
spective of symbols and 
visual imagery. Current 
brain research indicates 
that thinking in images 
may be a superior way to 
grasp the overall nature of 
a complex problem. Just 



as a painting may express- 
a number of differing 
ideas all at once, thinking 
in images can help people 
get the "whole picture" of 
their longstanding 
problems. Because of the 
advantages of thinking in 
images, Bush claims that 
GIM can actually speed up 
the therapeutic process. 

Who can benefit from 
this approach? Anyone 
who can think in images, 
says Bush. Some people 
who have cultivated the 
ability come into therapy 
prepared to experience 
deep sutes of imagery. 
Others who have lost this 
natural ability can, never- 
theless, be taught to ex- 
perience inner imagery 
once again. People with 
all kinds of stress-related 
and adjustment problems 
can benefit from GIM. 
Bush does not recommend 
it, however, for in- 
dividuals with a weak 
grasp on reality, such as 
schizophrenics. 

To illustrate her work 
with GIM, Bush tells of a 
young woman who came 
into therapy suffering 
from anorexia nervosa, a 
serious problem charac- 
terized by a lack of ap- 
petite and an inability to 
keep food down. Un- 



treated, anorexia can lead 
to death by starvation. 

Although the woman 
had developed a great deal 
of insight into her illness 
after engaging in regular 
counseling for over two 
years, she still exhibited 
serious symptoms. In her 
first GIM session, she ex- 
perienced bodily sen- 
sations suggesting the 
rigid control she had 
maintained over her body. 
This control became 
focusecf in her stomach 
area, which felt "hot and 
heavy, like it weighs 10 
tons!" A bright red color 
seemed to radiate from the 
stomach. It frightened her 
to approach the red area 
in her imagery. "As long 
as nothing moves in there 
or stays there, 'Im safe," 
she reasoned. 

As the work continued 
on the "red stomach, she 
slowly began to allow 
pent-up emotions to sur- 
face. Through the 
imagery, she faced her 
angers, feelings of 
betrayal, and forbidden 
sexual impulses. Even- 
tually, she was able to "re- 
own" her red stomach, 
seeing it as a source of 
basic life energy rather 
than an enemy to be fear- 
fully denied.

Constable 
May Lose 
$76,000

The Virginia Beach 
High Constable's Office 
stands to lose $76,000 next 
year under legislation 
enacted the 1982 General 
Assembly. 

House Bill 36 1, the 
legislation stipulates that 
fees charged by the High 
Constable should not ex- ' 
ceed those charged by the 
SherifPs office. 

The High Constable's 
office tries to be self- 
sustaining and its fees for 
serving papers are higher 
than those charged by the 
Sheriff's Department 
which receives support 
from the State. 

Virginia Beach City 
Council, in recognition of 
the potential loss, endor- 
sed a resolution requesting 
Governor Charles S. Robb 
to give careful con- 
sideration to the 
legislation and to defer 
authorizing the House 
BiU. 

The resolution dotes 
that Virginia Beach has 
been a victim to municipal 
cuts in State funds. 

Under the present fee 
system the legislation 
would mean a S62,000 less 
for the high constable's 
office. However, high 
consUble T. V. Ward said 
the office had intended to 
increase its fees which 
would bring the loss to 
$76,000. Last year, he 
said, the office collected 
S140,000 in fees. He said 
fees charged make it 
possible for the office to 
serve civil process papers 
without costing the city. 

The office had an- 
ticipated an increase from 
$3.50 to $4 for serving 
court process papers, 
compared to $2 charged 
by the sheriff's depar- 
tment and similar in- 
creases in other services. 
At present, for instance, 
for serving papers in- 
volving goods chattel, the 
office charges $10 com- 
pared with the sheriffs 
$3. For eviciton notices, 
$6 compared to the 
sheriffs $2.

Intensive Gardening Popular

Intensive gardening keeps 
down weeds, and makes gar- 
dens more accessible 



Intensive gardenitig methods are catching on 
in Virginia Beach. 

Talk to most any gardener who is using 
raised beds for vegetables and flowers and 
you'll get an enthusiastic recommendation. 
Raised beds are an effective way to cope with 
poorly drained clay soils in our area. 

Here are some of the advantages of raised 

beds: 

•The soil drains faster and warms up 
quicker in the spring. 

•Weeding and watering time is reduced. 

•Water soaks into the soil rather than run- 
ning off. 

•Earthworms thrive in the moist environ- 
ment. 

•Yields of vegetables are increased because 
the soil is deeper. 

•Garden has a neat appearance. 

•Soil compaction is elimination because you 
rarely step into the beds. 

If your budget is tight, you can get by 
without wooden frames, as the Chinese have 
for centuries. Mix compost with soil to build 
up beds 6 inches higher than the surrounding 
soil level. Beds without frames tend to erode 
when rainfall is heavy so it is advisable to use 
some type df organic mulch. 

Raised bed frames need not be expensive. 
Frames can be built of used or rough lumber, 
painted or dipped in cooper napthenate, a 
wood preservative that is not toxic to plants. 
Do not use creosote or copper sulphate; they 
are toxic to plants. Frames should be at least 6 
inches deep and not more than 4 to 5 feet wide 
so that vegetables can be harvested without 
stepping into the bed and compacting th$ soil.

Phillips said that as a 
result of the Norfolk 
General's action, Virginia 
Beach Goioal anticipates 
in 1982 there will be ap- 
proximatdy 5400 or more 
indigent obstetrical 
patients, and about 300 of 
these non-paying patients 
wiU be delivered at the 
General Hospital of 
Virginia Beach. 

Based on current 
charges, Phillips said, the 
average cost to the 
hospital for an obstetrical 
stay is $1,309, which 
means that paying patients 
of the hospital will have to 
absorb $392,700 in added 
costs. He added the ob- 
stetricians practicing in 
Virginia Beach normally 
charge $400-$550 for a 
delivery and the 
anesthesiologist's charge 
is $120 and the 
pediatrician's charge is 
$75. 

A request to include in- 



digent obstetrical support 
in the 1982-83 budget was 
denied by former City 
Manager George L. Han- 
bury. 

Phillips said the caring 
for the indigents should be 
a responsibility of the 
hospital, the physicians 
and the city and an ap-- 
propriate sharing of the 
financial responsibility 
should be absorbed by aU. 
citizens of Virginia Beac^. 

He said there is a 
pecedent for the financial 
support by the city in that 
it has operated prenatal 
and postpartum clinics 
which provide care for the 
indigent patient prior to 
and after birth. 

Interim City Manager 
Giles Dodd said he was 
looking into the possibility 
of a plan whereby the 
State would pay 75 per- 
cent of the cost and the 
city 25 percent. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan directed that 
Dodd, in his response to 
the hospital, "should 
make it clear we're not 
taking care of all of this."

Step right Up. For a limited fine and a 
suspended jail sentence you can vent your lifes 
frustrations on a Virginia Beach police officer. 
* That's right folks for less than $100 you can 
assault a cop in this city with little fear of 
going to jail. Take yoiu: best shot because if 
the officer strikes back, you may have a good 
law suit. 

During the calendar year 1981, there were 
157 assaults on police officers, one of which 
resulted in the death of officer Daniel 
Maloney. When the department is at full 
strength we have 397 sworn officers, of this 
number there are approximately 226 patrol of- 
ficers. Given this figure, over half of your 
patrol force was assaulted last year. I think 
retired Police Chief W. W. Davis said it best,. 
"When a Virginia Beach police officer is 
assaulted, every citizen in the city is 
assaulted." If the recogniz^ law enforcement 
body of this city is not safe from assault, you 
the law abiding citizens are in big trouble. 

Our legislators are sleeping on the job, with 
one notible exception. State senator A. Joe 
Canada proposed Senate Bill 201, calling for 
mandatory jail time for those convicted of 
assaulting police officers. I along with most 
officers applaud Senator Canada's efforts. 
Unfortunately, legislation of this nature has 
been proposed in the past and has died in 
committee. Police officers today are beginning 



to feel that in the criminal justice system they 
are a necessary evil and if the courts and attor- 
neys could figure out a way to do without us 
they would. Being assaulted is unpleasant. But 
to take your assailant to court and, because he 
hasn't hired a lawyer (lawyer's cases are heard 
first) you have to sit through four or fivje 
tedious hours until your case is heard, can bje 
equally unpleasant. 

Even in his decUhing years Mohammad Ali 
commanded several million dollars or more to 
be beaten and abused. The average salary of a 
Virginia Beach patrol officer, including 
benefits, is $8.33 an hour. I understood when I 
raised my right hand that I was in jeopardy of 
being beaten and abused by those persons who 
could not comprehend the concepts of law and 
society. However, I expected (much to my 
disappointment) to be supported by the 
judicial system and the legislative body. 

Many of you may be asking yourselves why 
the penalty for assaulting a police officer need 
be more severe than for assaulting you. 

The answer is, for every citizen in Virginia 
Beach that is assaulted, 20 police officers will 
be assaulted. Such a ratio puts the average cop 
on the defensive and may impair his decision 
making capability. So what's the bottom Une? 
Well a shot to the jaw wouldn't hurt nearly as 
bad if we could get a shot in the arm from our 
judges and legislators.

Rawls said that 
although the Museum 
Board of Trustees has not 
started its major fund- 
raising campaign, over 
S60,000 has been commit- 
ted by civic organizations. 
The Board, headed by 
former City Councibnan 
John Griffin, is a non- 
l^ofit corporation. 

Allocations for other 
projects are: 

TTie Chrysler Musetun

Unlike its coastal neigh- 
boring states of North 
Carolina and Maryland, 
Virginia has no substantial 
facilities which exist for 
the purpose of increasing 
public knowledge and 
awareness of this resour- 
ce.

McCoy added, "The 
Museum has actual com- 
mitments to it which 
would have provided four 
dollars for every dollar in 
state funds it received.

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Writer Assails Federal Reserve Board 



Editor: 

After Congress had passed the Federal Reserve Bill, 
Congressman Charles Lindbergh, Sr., told Cbngress... 
"This act establishes the most gigantic trust on 
earth... When the President signs the Act the invisiMe 
government by the money power, proven to exist by the 
Money Tnat investigation, will be legalized. 

"The new law will create inflation whenever the 
trusts want inflation... 

"From now on depressions will be scientifically 
created." 

The Federal Reserve is not Federal, ft is a group of 
private banks. Etespite the Federal in its name, the 
government does not own it, does not run it... nor does 
it control it. 

It is not responsible to the will of Congress, or to the 
American people. Any law passed by Congress 
affecting the economy can be instantly nullified by the 
Federal Reserve. 

Congressman Wright Patman has pointed out that 
the "President cannot submit a program that is likely to 
be effective. ..unless the Federal Reserve is willing to 
cooperate." 

Webster's New World IXctionary defines inflation as 
"an increasse in the amount of currency in circulation, 
resulting in a relatively sharp and sudden fall in its 
value and rise in prices..." 

You may ask "What has idl tiiis to do with me?" The 
answer is: everything! Take a bill out of your wallet and 
not the inscription on it.^It is inscribed with the words 
"Federal Reierve Note." 

As stated before, please don't let the word 
"Federal" fool you. That bill you hold is not even 
issued by the Federal Government! 

Federal Reserve Notes are only good as long as 
someone will accept them in payment. Hiey bxvf no 
intrinsic value. There is absolutely nothing baddng 
these notes... It is only paper issued by the Federal 
Reserve. 

Not only are Federal Reserve Notes intrinsically 
worthless, but they are also unlawful and unconstitut- 
ional. Article I. Section 8, erf the U.S. Constitution, 
delegates to CoiDgress (not a banking corporation) the 
power "to coin money, and regulate the value thereof." 
Further, Arti^ I. Section 10, of the U.S. Consti- 
tution, expressly prohibits States from declaring • 
irredeemable paper (or anything but gold and silver 
coin) to be "tender in payment of debts." 

The dollar was on the gold standard until 1933, and 
the silver ttandfrd until 1968, but this poseda gamine 
problem for the intemationti bankers...they could not 
create gold or sflver out of thin air...but paper was 
another matter. 

The U.S. Supreme Court ruled m Bronson vs. Rhodes 
that "lawful money of the United States could only be 
gdd and silver coin, or that which by law is made its 
equivalent, so as to be exchangeable therefore at par and 
on demand, and does not include a currency which, 
though nominally exchangeable for coin at its face 
value, is not redeemable on demand."

"redeemable" promise disappeared fropi the face of 
Federal Reserve Notes-contrary to Article 1, Section 
10. of the U.S. Constitutiaa, the above Supreme Court 
ruling, and also Statute 31 U.S. Coinage Act 371. 

Incredibly, there has never been a comprehensive 
outside audit conducted on the Federal Reserve 
^tem.

Todays Virginia Beach bankers and economists 
would have us believe that the cost of living keeps 
going up because there are too many dollars chasing 
too few goods. They would have us believe that our 
market' place has turned into a giant auction where 
consumers frantically outbid eadi other in a price war 
over available goods and services. Think of the last time 
you purchased anything. Was there a crowd gathering 
around you and offering to pay a higher price for the 
product or service you were about to purchase? 

The television talk shows are something else. The 
pipe toting economists and bankers tell us that "our 
inflation problems are caused because we all have too 
much money to spend." Personally. I'd like to know 
where all this money is. Perhaps some of the bankers 
who give this advice have a guilty conscience. They tell 
us that high interest rates are a painful medicine for our 
inflatian problem. But is it a painfid medicine to the 
bankers who collect all these interest rates? 

Consider these fscts. hi 1981, the money supply (Ml) 
grew about 50 billion dollars. However, the national 
debt grew about 600 billion dollars. There is no tangible 
evidence anywhere in the marketplace that there is an 
abundance of dollars. Qu- dealers are offering rebates. 
There are sales and discounts everywhere to sell 
merchandise. Farmers and businessmen continue to 
fold up and close their doors. Unemployment lines 
continue to grow. No, it is not a growing money supply 
that causes inflation, but a growing national debt, that 
is fueled directly by high interest rates. Today, high 
interest rates are directly increasing the national debt 
by a staggering sum. The total public and private debt 
<rf 3900 bOlion early in 1981 has turned into a 4500 
billion debt at the end oS 1981. The higher the interest 
rates, the fester the national debt grows. Cbnsider that 
all debts are secured. That is, they are attached to 
something. A mortgage note is atuched to a house. An 
auto loan is attached to a car. All increased 
indebtedness is, therefore, passed on to the next buyer 
of that home or car. Higher interest rates mean that you 
owe more moeny to your creditors and it costs more 
money for everything you buy or sell. 

Interest rates add to the rate of inflation because they 
impose a dire&t cost increase on all goods and services 
produced and sold. Take a 45.000 mortgage at 6^ for 
30 years. Your monthly payment would be S288 per 
month. If you increase the interest rate on that same 
mortgage to 15%, your monthly payments dimb to 
S568. per month. At the 6% interest rate loan, the total 
amount you pay on your loan in 30 years b SI03,680. At 
15% interest rate, the total amount you will pay on your 
mortgage in 30 years increases to $204,480. By the use 
of simi^ mathematics, you can now see why lugher 
interest rttes have increased the rate of inflation by 
increasing the cost of living thereby causing you to owe 
more and to own less. In addition to increasing the cost 
of living, high interest rates have created the worst 
economic conditions since the great deprassion. It is 
time that these economic policies, imposed on us by the 
independent Federal Reserve Board, be recognized for 
what they are a colossal failure.

With the 1982 Virginia Beach baseball season opening 
within two weeks, we felt that it would be appropriate to 
give a rundown of each Beach district high school team. 

But we decided to go one step further, and have a 
Beach district coaches poll to correspond with the team 
by team descriptions. 

Joey and 1 polled a number of Beach district baseball 
.coaches, and asked them to give us first through seventh 
place predictions for city high schools. 

Here are the teains, listed in order, with key infor- 
mation about each. 

KeUam Knights: The Knights £ire the overwhelming 
choice to capture the district championship, largely 
because they retimi nine players who started from last 
years third place team, and also because they have 
Coach Wayne Sykes at the helm. 

Sykes is in his ninth year coaching Kellam, has never 
had a losing year, and is considered to many as the top 
baseball coach in the area. 

Sykes, himself, seems pleased about his team's 
progress. 

"I feel that we have excellent potential for a cham- 
pionship run," he said. 

Honorable mention All-Beach pitcher Eric Henry t7- 
3 lifetime) returns for the knights on the mound, joined 
by junior fireballer todd Barnes (1-1 ; 1 .31 ERA). 

Kellam is also strong behind the plate, as both Mark

and that flring him was a grave mistake. Public cam- 
paigns to reinstate Hanbury as city manager are also 
underway. 

Hanbury, a 38 year old Norfolk native, is now bet- 
ween jobs and told The Sun he is unsure what his future 
holds. 

"I've got all options open," Hanbury said. "I'm 
living now as if I had no job in the works," although he 
has applications out to various interests. 

Would Hanbury return to work for the aty of 
Virginia Beach? 

"I wiU make my decision based on what comes my 
way," he said. "If something comes along that is bent 
for me and my family, and provides me with goM, up- 
ward professional mobility, I will take it. But I'm not 
sitting and wishing for something to occur. I'm not a 
gambler." 

If Hanbury is not gambling with his future, he did 
gamble in the past. City managers serve at the pleasure 
of City Council, which means Hanbury, in essence, had 
1 1 bosses to please. He was an aggressive city man|«er, 
wagering, that his civic accomplishments would out- 
weigh the complaints against him. It was a daring bet 
that did not pay off, and his job was at stake. 

"I never forgot the power of City Council," Hanbury 
said, "although they thought I did. That's why I trawed 
out gracefully when they asked me to resign." 

A city manager must feel a ceruin sense of dedication 
and concern for the issues and problems he or she con- 
fronts daily. But that sense of caring must not supercede 
the manager's professional boundaries, and it must not 
interfere with that person's relationship with his 
superiors. 

"There must be a certain degree of objectivity in this 
occupation." Hanbury, who holds a master's degree in 
public administration from Old Dominion University, 
Norfolk, said. "If I feel strongly about a recommen- 
dation I plan to present Council on a civic matter, a 
recommendation that I feci will be an asset to the citv. I 
will try to persuade and even argue with the council to 
accept my suggestion," Hanbury said. "But as soon as 
Council makes its decision, I support that decision and 
forget my arguments. If Council adopts a recommen- 
dation contrary to my own, 1 would, and have, fought 
just as strongly to defend and support Council's 
decision." 

The job of city manager, according to Hanbury, can 
be taxing beyond most people's imagination. The city 
manager is hired to produce great accomplishments for 
a city, at the lowest possible cost to its taxpaying 
residents. The city manager's actions and decisions, 
however, are in many instances subject to City Council 
approval. But not always. That fine line between telling 
Council members too much, or not enough, finally wore 
thin between Hanbury and City Council. 

"The most difficult aspect of serving as city manager 
in Virginia Beach is trying to convince 11 different 
people, in a manner that they each will understand, to 
vote a certain way on an issue affecting the entire city," 
Hanbury said. "It's like when 11 different people see 
the same automobile accident. They all saw the exact 
same thing, but all the witnesses would give different 
observations on how it occured." 

To complicate mattars. Hanbury's interaction with 
Council, and another organized body to be reckoned 
with, the Press, is ortentimcs strangled by time 
limitations. 

"It is very difricult in short informal City Council 
sessions to fully aplain all the issues which Council 
members wish/' Hanbury said. "The inforroal session 
began getting ahnost as lonff as rc|ular sessions, and still 
some members wanted to know more. I only saw the 
City Council members for brief periods of time during 
the week. It's hard to kaap ptft-timc legislators as in- 
formed as the reporters who were at City Hall daily nip- 
ping at my heeb for ncira. The eoaaiictition between 
Virginian Pilot and Lcdftc Star reporters to get a story 
first was unbelieveablc. I hImI to call council menbcfs

Hanbury considered himsdf as a 12th member of 
Council, dealing with issues ranging froln street 
sweeping to million dollar business ventures. Because of 
Hanbury's wide range of professional interests and 
obligations, he became a well known public figure in 
Virginia Beach. But some of the same Virginia Beach 
special interest groups which Hanbury and his office 
served, may have also been instrumental in his 
dismissal. 

"Certain factions of some special interest groups may 
have convinced Council members that cliamissim me 
was the right thing to do." Hanbury siM. "But the 
general outcry from the public after Council asked me 
to resign was 'no, don't resign.' 

"I heard the silent majority speak," he continiied, "it 
was very heartwarming. I was definitely surprised at the 
pid>Ilc supp<kt because I didn^t really think anyone 
noticed or cared about what George Hanbury did. I 
thought it was just a small minority out there writing let- 
ters. Seme of the people I never heard of; people who 
probably never write letters at all. But I received a cross- 
section of support from cops, tradesmen, school 
teachers and many other members of the community. 

"1 don't think the issue was whether or not giving the 
Pavilion Towers sewer line reductions was correct on 
my behalf," he continued. "It was proven that what I 
did was alright. What the public didn't like, I think, was 
the way Council handled the matter when they fired mC) 
and then getting me to leave earlier than planned. I 
think the people thought I was an honest man who had 
gotten a bad deal." 

Hanbury said that following his resignation many 
Beach residents tried to convince him to run for a City 
Council seat. He decided against it. He said he has spent 
the last few weeks assessing, and pondering what he will 
do in the future. 

"I never went around thinking that my job was in 
jeopardy," he said. "I knew that if a city manager did a 
good job, he would always be wanting to do new thinp. 
There would always be danger of losing my job from 
bucking (he established norm. 

"I did not dwdf dii the fact that t migBt get fired.'* he 
continued, "because that is like a person who has can- 
cer; no one wants to be around them because they may 
be depressed about it. I just move straight ahead and 
live life at its best. 1 could have done things Slower and 
lasted longer at my job. But 1 would never have accom- 
plished as much in twice the length of time. Feeling the 
heat is part of the job. 1 lasted as city manager longer 
than most." 

Hanbury. who has been a very private person since 
his early childhood days, can recall what, in his 
estimation, was one of his greatest accomplishments 
while working as Virginia Beach's city niaiiaier. 

"Possibly one of the things of which I'm the most 
proud was changing the city's interest rating for buying 
munidpil bonds flroa A to AA.*' he said. "It was an 
action which oocnicd aiNMtt five yuan ||o; hut saved the 
dty alNMt $30 ndOion bi iiond inifTesI uddclrwt would 
haw hid to pay if the.raiing'hnd..not'1icen dumiitd. 

"It was eadtlng going to Wall Street, mcfihg and 
oooviBcfng the inveiaofs and hankers to lower our 



ts and Conference Center, public Hbraries, recreation 
centers, and Lynnhaven Mall in spite of what Hanbury 
calls "strong sentiment against it." Hanbury also boasts 
ova the city:slowest-in-<he state tax rates. 

As city manager, Hanbury strived to be creative and 
assertive in his role, hoping to convince Council to 
adopt measures which would benefit to Virginia Beach, 
and add to its diversity. 

"A city manager must also be diplomatic in his ap- 
proach with the community and Council, and act as a 
liasion between the two parties." he said. 

Because Virginia Beach is stiU a developing dty. only 
20 years young, as opposed to older toott established 
dties such as Richmond and Norfolk, the occupational 
demands on a dty manager are greater. 

"Virginia Beach is toot static, of stagnant," Hanbury 
observed. "We're constantly moving, dynamic, and 
are making dedsions daily which will enhance the 
quality of life for Virginia Beach residents and visitors 
30 years down the road." 

Hanbury envisions Virginia Beach, even in the year 
2,000, still with sandy beacha but also fighting a never 
ending battle with shore erosion. He also adumbrates 
more oceanfront public parking; more underground 
utilities; more elegant hotels; continued low real tstate 
and personal property tax rates; and continuing its 
reputation as one of the finest recreational areas in the 
EastCoast. 

"Virginia Beach wiU become the dominant social, 
political, and cultural dty in Virginia and the area," 
Hanbury predicts. 

CoBUBunicatioa 

Hanbury knows that progress usually aixives at the 
expense of controversy, and often a dty manager stands 
alone m tiie hot spotlight. 

"There is not a munidpal job as demanding as the 
dty manager's." Hanbury said. "There is a jaysiad of 
activities to which he must concern hinisdli and answer 
for. From budgets, personnel matters, grievances, and 
street sweeping to financial computer record keeping 
and procedures on law enforcement. The city manager's 
office, with so much going on in it, is really the«entral 
brain network of the city." 

Asked whether a reallocation of his time and respon- 
sibility as dty manager would, have affected how he 
communicated and interacted with Council, Hanbury 
said, "I ask myself almost every day. 'if 1 again had the 
decision of communicating the Pavilion Towers line 
reductions to Council or not, would I have done dif- 
ferentiy?' The answer is still no. I would not have com- 
municated that point. Everybody had gotten the lower 
fees. 

"I communicated with Council to the utmost. In 
fact, some of them asked me if they really had to know 
so much about some things. The city manager has a 
hard job determining when he is comiQiuucatinK too 
much with Coundl or too litde. But it is csfeattal tfiat 
there be good communication between the manager and 
Council. How ess^tial. though* is 1% for all ijr > j:4WM»1 
members to be experts in fields Council noadtnotvad- 
dress itself? They should know every availab|f.dfii^ of 
those Issues com^ before them- But oifly tlMMe hdvfp 
them.

Hanbury views the City of Virginia Beach, 
metaiAorically, as a human bdng in its maturing stages.

the upcoming elections, Hanbury offers them only a 
small bit of advice. 

"The only thing I can say is that they shoidd all work 
together as a team,*' said Hanbury. "Council will only 
be as strong as die sum of its parts. Like any legislative 
body, change can't occur without the wwk and 
cooperation of othen. The new CouncU shouM work 
together for the common good of the city." 

WhOe in office Hanbury worked with and depended ° 
on all of his asnstants equally, but indicated he did rdy 
a littlemore on the city's current interim Oty Manager 
OQesDodd. 

"I relied on all my assistants equally," Hanbury said, 
"but 1 may have leaned a little more on Dodd. 
. "Sam Clay," he continued, "is a very intelligent, gif- 
ted person with a lot of talents. He is a superb person 
and wiD be a real asset to Fairfax County." 

Family oflmditkm 

Hanbury was 29 when his father, a longshoreman, 
died. His modier, a homemaker. died when he was 31. 
Hanbury still has a brother and sister. 

"We were a very dote family." Hanbury said. "My 
parents instilled in me a sense of pride and accomplisb- 

.ment. 

"My mother instilled in me a sense to acquire a goal 
beyond my present status: to lift yourself up. To reqicct 
the Tights of human beings." 

Miinbuiy credits his mother with nurturing his love of 
hisldry and local govcmnent. He recalls a siglttsedng 
trip the Cmity onoetoiA while he wafjroung. 

'*>hlf mother alway* said the State df Virginia was the 
■other of pmidents and fran that jMikHi I developed a 
trute aense of history luid tradition of Ihfe area," Han- 
bury said. << 

"I remember once when I was about seven or ei^ 
years idd and Uving in Berkley." he continiied. "we had 
no car but took a bus trip to D.C. My mother and I 
climbed the steps to the Washington Monument to see 
the buiUini stone donated from Virginia. Since then I've 
always appreciated government and history." 

Hanbury always tried to separate his public and 
private life He's a family person, and dearly loves his 
chiMien: Mdissa, 9. a fcMirth grader at John B. Dey 
Elementary School: and Trey, 12. a sbtth grader at John 

B.D^. 
"I have tried to leoch my children to always be 

proud," he said. 

"I don't think the publicity has affected them. In 
fact, it's probably made them more civic minded. They 
have a very good understanding of local government. 
Better than 1 did at their age." 

Hanbury wiH continue attempting to achieve higher 
goals.

"I have attained many of the goals I had set for 
n^self." he said.

Hanbury commented cm the recent salary increase of 
Virginia Beach Public Schools Superintendent Dr. E. E.

Hanbury was making S66.000 when he was fired. Dodd 
now makes 162,400. 

"The chief executive of the city should make more 
money than the superintendent of schools," Hanbury 
s«d. "1 know of no job that is as demanding as the dty 
manaj^'s. The school board is not publically elected. I 
don't begrudge Brickdl's salary, but the education 
department is just one department within the entire city 
governmental system." ^ 

Hanbury said he woukl have rather been fired during 
the warm, fun-filled Summer months, and "not in the 
bleak of Winter."

day in and day out for one 
purpose, our mind-set 
assumes that this is the 
only use for it or the only 
way that the object can be 
perceived.

Baskets have been a 
part of our civilization for 
thousands of years. Their 
uses and development 
have been categorized by 
anthropologists. socio- 
logists and artists.

"Analyzing certain 
trends in contemporary 
basketmaking" is the 
theme of the show as 
stated in the catalog. 
From all over the country, 
basket makers have sub- 
mitted their works. Fred- 
ereick Schmid, Arts Cen- 
ter Director, notes that 
more than one half of the 
baskets on disi^y come 
from Califwnia. Once 
again this sute seems to 
lead the way in the field of 
contemporary aafts. 

At its simplest level, 
the exhibition features 
more than 50 baskets. 
Each is unique. Each is 
distiiictive - its distinction 
coming from its design, 
its composition, its colar, 
or a combination of ele- 
ments.

Report 

Ddegate J. W. (Billy) O'Brien, Jr., of Virginia 
Beach, has pledged to take to the people of Virginia 
y^he calls "the powerful case" for a state lottery. 

t>Sriiin said at a time when the flscal picture at all 
Ij^ of government is bleak and there is massive public 
r<«lbi|ance to new forced taxes, his "voluntary tax bill" 
Miild iniist about $175 million a year from those who 
>^|nntarity platticipate. 

"J :'*A state tottery is an idea whose time has come in 
V^yinia" said O'Brien. 1 am convinced an ovct- 
wiKdming majority of the people favor the concept as a 
means of raising substantial amounts of new revenue at 
a time when such revenue is desperately needed." 

During this session of the legislature. O'Brien with- 
drew a state lottery bill after it appeared he could not get 
a majority of a House of Delegates Committee to vote 
for it. 

He said he will seek through the media and other 
means to give the people a clear understanding of the 
many practical and economic reasons which make 
passage of a state lottery desirable. He is exploring the 
possibility of forming a "Virginians For A State Lot- 
tery" organization. 

O'Brien noted that legal lotteries and gambling 
already exists in Virginia in the form of bingo and raf- 
fles, instant and scratch-off games, newspaper baseball 
and football games, games of chance sponsored by 
dubs, civic organizations, fast food chains, grocery 
stores, and oilMrs. 

Bhig0,'iii pailiciila#, said O'Brien, has raised millions 
of doikUPft for worthwhile charitable and civic enter- 
prises and he fully supports the concept. 

Yet, said O'Brien, "Bingo is not nearly as tightly 
regulated as a state lottery under direct control of a 
Virginia lottery commission would be." He said 14 
other suies have a state-operated lottery and 15 are in the 
process of implementing such lotteries. Of special in- 
t^t is the fact most of the 1 3 original colonies have a 
state lottery. - 

Those who object to a lottery on moral and 
traditional grounds forget that Virginia and other 
colonies had lotteries in colonial days. The money was 
used to finance the Virginia Company, build churches. 
schools, colleges, monuments, canals and for other 
charitable purposes. The City of Richmond was foun- 
ded by a lottery and among those prominent Virginians 
who played lotteries were George Washington, William 
Byrd II. Col. William Byrd III, Benjamin and Naihaniel 
Harrison of Berkley and Thomas Adams. 

"Those people who react so strongly against a lottery 
have not had the same view Tve had in this session of 
the General Assembly when day after day, we have 
heard pleas for more money for the handicapped, 
education, the elderly, mental health, child care, and 
dozens of other programs." O'Brien continued, "Un- 
fortunately such pleas cannot be fully answered at a 
time of reduced federal funds to Virginia and an austere 
state budget." 

O'Brien stated how a lottery could help correct this 
situation by raising millions of new dollars for Virginia 
that would go into a General Fund. In Maryland, for 
example, the lottery nets more. money than any other 
program except for the income taxes. A lottery in 
Virginia will stave off the necessity for other general tax 
mcreases "and will be played only by those who volun- 
liuily choose to participate. Those who, for any reason, 
trt>ject to a lottery simply do not have to participate." 

In response to those who contend organized crime 
might infiltrate a state lottery, O'Brien said this would 
simply not be the case because of tight controls. 
"Organized crime has certainly not infiltrated our sute- 
operated system of selling alcoholic beverages and the 
lottery commission 1 propose would be just as tightly 
regulated as the ABC Commission."

Sailing on the crest of two major 
political mdorsements, Virginia Beach 
Mayor J. Henry McCoy, Jr. is con- 
fident of reelection on May 4 and is not 
ruling out the idea of again serving as 
mayor. 

"Yes, I'm confident that 1 will be 
reelected to again serve the Kemps- 
ville Borough." McCoy, a dentist, said 
following public endorsements from 
the 2.400 member Virginia Beach 
Education Association (VBEA) and 
the Greater Tidewater Central Labor 
Council of Vu-ginia, AFL-CIO. Nor- 
folk. The labor organisation is the 
local community service, political and 
legislative arm of the AFL-CIO. with 
between 10.000 and 12.000 Virginia 
Beach members. 

If reelected, McCoy's decision to vie 
again for the mayor's seat will depend 
on how City Council members mesh 
after the election. 

"Right now, I'm not intending to 
seek the mayor's job." McCoy said, 
"but I'm not ruling out the possibility. 
"It's been hard for me to take the 
blame for things because Council 
didn't work well together." McCoy, an 
eight-year Council member and former 
vice mayor continued. "I'll have to 
wait and see what happens, and see if 
we will have a harmonious group of 
Council people. I don't particularly 
want to' serve as a compromise mayor 
again." 

McCoy, a former member of the Old 
Dominion University's Board of 
Visitors and Tidewater Community 
College's Board of Directors, first en- 
tered political waters in 1974. He op- 
posed Garland Isdell, an insurance 
executive who had been appointed to 
the Kempsville seat to fill the unexpired 
term of Donald Rhodes who was elec- 
ted to the Virginia House of Ddegates. 
In 1978 McCoy ran unopposed to 
retain his council seat, afterwhich he 
became the city's vice mayor from 1978 
to 1980., In 1980 McCoy became a 
"compronrise" mayor after Council 
voted on the matter four separate 
times. 

McCoy enters this year's political 
race with opposition from five 
challoigers, and a pro-George Han- 
bury pohtkal action special interest 
group kno«m as Citizens for Effective 
Government. McCoy has received 
criticism for the forced resignation of 
former Virginia Beach aty Manager 
George Hanbury. 

"I probably got more flack than 
anybody for the Hanbury thing," Mc- 



Coy said. "But I don't back off. I 
think it was a good decision. ' ' 

McCoy will campaign hard ttTis 
^ring, appreciative of his two most 
recent endorsements. But he will not let 
them lull him into a false sense of 
security. 

"I'm 'eager to take any of my op- 
ponents heads up on the issues," Mc- 
Coy said. "I'm not going to resign the 
laurels of the endorsements. I'm going 
to campaign as hard as the first time I 
ran for office." 

The labor council endorsement sur- 
prised McCoy more than the VBEA's. 

"Last June the Virginia Beach 
Education Association honored me as 
a 'Friend of Education'." McCoy said. 
"I've felt that local educators have 
, been my friends. I believe this city was 
built on its strong public educatior 
system. I'm honcN-ed and happy to 
have received the VBEA's endorse- 
ment. I'm really more pleased over the 
endorsement than surprised. 

"1 didn't know whether to expect 
the labor council's endorsement," 
McCoy continued. "1 met with their 
representatives and discussed Virginia 
Beach's needs, concerns, and philo- 
sophies. I talked with them eyeball to 
eyeball." 

Challenging McCoy this Spring are 
G. Garland Payne. H. Layton House. 
Jr.. Arthur Riddell and R. Randall 
Moore. The number of candidates 
competing for the Kempsville seat will. 
McCoy feels, be to his advantage. 

"In political circles, when an incum- 
bent is oppposed by a big field of can- 
didates it usually works to his advan- 
tage because the vote becomes watered 
down." McCpy said. "But that's not 
to say that I'm not going to campaign 
as hard as I can. I know there are 
pe<vle who want my seat." 

If McCoy loses the upcoming elec- 
tion he wouldn't embrace too warmly 
the idea of running later again. 
"If I lost, naturally it would bother 
me." McCoy admits. "It would hurt 
my feelings but 1 wouldn't go in a cave 
and hide. I would still want to serve on 
a city board or something. But if I lost 
I'd never run again. I'm too sensi- 
tive." 

What if McCoy is reelected to 
Council but loses in a bid for the 
mayor's chair? 

"That woiild not bother me too 
much." he said. "I know there are a 
couple of people who have expressed 
an interest in serving as mayor, but 
in-house politics will probably deter- 
mine who that person will be."

The horror and immediate denial on 
thrpart of the mother causes a cop no pain, if the tears 
in his eyes and the heartache dosen't count. Yeah, we're 
hard. 

Several years ago I had a rather small 11 year <M boy 
crawl into my lap and admit to playing with his fatjher's 
shotgun iriiich had resulted in tlie death of his 8 year (rid 
sister. He wanted me to reassure him that his fadicr and 
mother would still love him. Between his tears and tay 
own I realized that this job would never harden me to 
human misery and for that I thanked Ood. 

A police officer hides behind two shields. One is 
metal and is the symbol of the authority entrusted to 
him by the community. The other hides his emotions... 
most of the time.

It's been quite some time siilee I have oijoyed a book 
as much. In fact, because of this, I have done somethiiig 
that book lovers would find unpardonable: I have un- 
derlined particularly pithy, cogent and, above all, in- 
cisive lines. 

Even though I can't take credit for them, I can at least 
share some of them with you. 

In a column entitled "...America's Flaccid Consen- 
sus" WiU states (p. 31/32): Modem poUtics emphasizes 
the sameness, not the diversity, of people, it seeks to 
found stable societies on the lowest, commonest, 
strongest passion: sdf-interest that is tamed by being 
turned to economic pursuits. 

He has hit the proverbial nail on the proverbial head - 
in two sentences explaining to all willing to read and 
heed what has happened to our poUtical system and, in 
turn, the way this system affects - negatively - our 
economy. 

Stereotypes and labels appear to be a way of life for 
most Americans. We like to group ileople and "things" 
into categories, usually based upon whether or not we 
agree with or like the people or thing. George Will, 
however, comments on this from this perspective: 
Labds identify classes; but pec^le. by acting, classify 
themselves-, (p. 39) 

WUl evidences littte love for television. He refers to 
T.V. programming as "junk food for the mind" (p. 69). 
Summing up bis positioa on the impact of televisimi, he 
concludes: The twentieth century did not invent 
vulgarity, but it did invent sophisticated technologies

•Experience, some pei^le say, is like a light on a 
caboose, illuminating only where we aren't going. 

•The Supreme Court has closed for the summer so the 
Constitution is safe until October. 

•Excesses happen when the masses make laws by 
referenda. \. 

•As Mark Twin said, confession is good for the soul 
but bad for the reputation. 

•Coercion compels, incentives encourage. 

•Some people are punished for their sins, others by 
their sins. 

By now I assume you understand ihat I really like 
this book and think that you would, too. It is thought 
provoking, funny, sad, but - usually satisfying. Whether 
you are nodding your head in agreement or reacting 
negativdy to what he's saying, you know that you are 
reacting to ideas and thou^ts of substaitce. 

His style is elegant yet direct, at times ponderous yet 
H^. He carries you with him effortlessly. So, I didn't 
invent sunshine. And I didn't create choctriate chip 
Gocrides. But if I have turned you cm the George WiD. 
then I'm happy and content.

According to a nationwide survey sponsored by Gar- 
dens for All, the National Association for Gardening, 
more Americans planted vegetable gardens in 1981 than 
ever before. They reported that some 38 million 
American households planted food gardens in 1981, an 
unprecedented increase of four million households over 
1980. 

In addition to regular vegetable gardens, seven 
million households grew some vegetables in containers. 
The typical garden size is 547 sq. ft., down from the 
1980 size of 663 sq. ft., reflecting the tendancy of new 
gardeners to start small. 

Translated into retail value, home garden production 
was worth S16 billion. This does not include the 
economic impact of sales related to gardening such as 
seeds, rototillers, and canning jars. 

Saving money, better tasting food, and enjoyment are 
listed by gardeners as their principal reasons for gar- 
dening. Vegeuble gardening is the flfth most popular 
leisure pursuit in America out of 32 activities measured.

Virginui Beadi has the longest growing waeati of any 
location in the state. The last average frost date for us 
was March 15th. That means we can b^in planting 
some hardy vegetables in late February or early March 
(weather permitting). 

Start making plans now so you will be ready when 
planting time arrives. If you need assistance in gar- 
dening planning, the Virginia Beach Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service can help. Call 427^769 and request a copy 
of Vegetable Gardening for the Beginner. This infor- 
mative 32 page booldet could save you time and money, 
and it is free. 

Be sure and take advantage of another free service, 
soil testing. With soil test results you will receive fer- 
tilizer and lime recommendations. By applying the 
correct amounts of fertilizer and lime, your vegetable 
will get off to a better start and be more productive. Soil 
samples can be dropped off at any Virginia Beach 
Library, London Bridge Greenhouse and Nursery or 
Timbcrlake Greenhouse and Nursery. Currently we can 
have test results back to you in 3-4 weeks, but as the 
planting season approaches this will increase to 4-6 

weeks. 

There are several new vegetables on the market thi$ 
year. Two squash varieties made the All- American list 
for 1982. The summer squash Peter Pan and a sum- 
mer/winter acorn squash, Jersey Golden. 

Jersey Golden was grown here last year on a trial 
basis. The i^ants are bush-form, spreading four to five 
feet across. The irfantt are heavy producers and the 
fruits had a unique nutty flavor. I would not recom- 
mend a large planting of Jersey 0<^den since the friants 
we grew seemed to be very susceptible to s<iiiash vine 
borer. 

If yon are a fan of the Sugar Snap psa, yon might 
want to try Sugar Boo as a trial planthig this year. This 
new variety is reported to have the tame qualities as 
Sugar Soap except it is more compact and has a higher 
tolerance to heat. 

Men and women have been plantmg garden seeds for 
thousands of years with varying degrees of success. You 
could divide the contents of a seed packet among several 
gardeners and no two of them would have the same 
number of seedlings come up. 

The difference in success has nothing to do with' a 
green thumb or the lack of it. The secret, in part, is lear- 
ning to think of seeds as either large, small, or flne. 

Peas, beans, com, sunflowers and zinnias have large 
seeds. They carry a generous supply of food stored in 
their tissue. They sprout rapidly and show an endurance 
in breaking through the soil. Generally, the larger the 
seed, the greater the tolerance to haphazard planting. 

Small seeds vary greatly in speed of sprouting, size of 
the emerging seedlings, and their rate of growth. Parsley 
may take three weeks to sprout and then another month 
to grow into plants as large as a half dollar. Others, such 



six-inch plants within a month. 

Rne seeds are best started indoors and grown into 
good-sized plants for transirianting to the garden. These 
tiny seeds grow into seedlings that may be no larger 
than a dime after four weeks. Outdoor planting of fine 
seeds requires experience, finesse and hick. Fine seeds 
can be buried or washed away by rains, or killed by 
dryness when sprouting.

A community group is a 
bunch of neighborhood 
Idds who get together in a 
home and begin to work 
on scMne project. 

A school group is 
organized in much the 
same way, but meets in the 
school classroom either 
before or after regular 
sdiool houn and uniatty 
involves a teacher as the 
dub leada. 

Youngsters in one of 
these groups will get in- 
volved in a project. Often 
the first one is "An In- 
troduction to 4-H," an 
outline of what 4-H is. It 
exfdains the clover sym- 
b<ri: the meaning of the 
four Hs~head. heart, 
heads and health; the 
pledges to the flag xad 4- 
H: and the motto-"To 
Make the Best Better." 

In these clubs 
youi^ters get their first 
experiences in 

organizational practices.

4-H is known for its 
projecu. Some iwojects- 
leaming experiences-are 
group efforts.
